laboring men to protect the Bspnblio 
and threogh the protection extended 
to It, protect their Individual and col- 
lective rights against the domineering 
power and despotism of combined cap- 
ital In trnat monopolies to crush the 
vitality of labor by starving the labor- 
ing man, or by doing whatever may be 
necessary to enslave him b) making 
him subject to its will. The present 
is not the time to philosophize opon 
rights or to disoass tbeir probabilities, 
•r possibilities. The present is a time 
fer positive action for the protection of 
natural rights, leaving the more super- 
ficial questions to be disposed of in 
the future. 


The superficial rights, dependent 


upon the natural rights ef labor, are of 
the highest nsture, but natural rights 
must be first secured as a foundation 
structure or not any of the superficial 
rights tbat flow from natural rights 
oan be seeured. Among the natural 
rights are freedom, the parsnit of hap- 
piness and a juat remaneration to 
labor. Many questions arise oat of 
thsie and other?, wbloh demand the 
most earefnl aud earnest attention 
which will require time to arrange In 
detail to secure labor against its chief 
enemy, which is organized capital in 
its present 
form as 
directed by 


trusts. 


The natural rights of labor in a po- 


lltieal sense, under our system, reeeive 
life and foroe from the principles out- 
lined In the Dsolaration of Independ- 
ence, which explains the oppositloB of 
trusts and organized capital to the 
Dsolaration. The writer is aware tbat 
many honest Republicans da not and 
can not understand the cause of oppo- 
sition it organized capital to the prln- 
elples declared to be vital to liberty ia 
the Deolaration, and they conclude 
that opposition claimed by Democrats 
to exist is uutrue. "There are none se 
blind as those who will not see," at 
the Deolaration Is assailed each day by 
open opposition to the principles it 
OoiiUiDS by the creatures of organized 
capital. The fundamental principles 
tbat give protection to labor are ia the 
Declaration and opon these principles 
labor must stand or fall before its 
arch-enemy.
